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Council Decides on Funding 
Of Parcel 1 Acquisition

Ballfields, the figure of councilman Richard Castaldi, and the 
use of metal detectors in city parks were the main topics of dis¬ 
cussion at the regular meeting of the city council, held Monday, 
December 6. 

City Manager James Giese initiated the action with recom¬ 
mendations pertaining to the open space replacement for Ridge 
Road Center. This property was originally acquired with federal 
and state open space monies and, in order to be used as a site for 
elderly housing, a comparable amount of open space land must be 
acquired at another location. 


Both the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board Report 180 and the 
Advisory Planning Board Report 
9-76 indicate that some of the 
funds should be allocated for pur¬ 
chase of land designated for ac¬ 
quisition in Parcel 1 (Sections A 
and B). Both boards also indica¬ 
ted that acquiring land on the 
south side of Hamilton Place for 
use as ball fields would be suita¬ 
ble. 

Giese recommended that the 
funds be allocated, subject to Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development De¬ 
partment approval, to acquisition of 
the land in Parcel 1 to the extent 
that funds are needed for that ac¬ 
quisition, inasmuch as the city is 
proceeding with this purchase any¬ 
way for the purpose of establishing 
a hiker-biker trail. He wanted any 
additional funds to be applied to¬ 
ward land on the south side of 
Hamilton Place for use as athletic 
fields. 

He felt that if the city would 
designate more than three acres, 
valued at $91,000 or more, the De¬ 
partment of HUD would approve 
the acquisition. Further, he 
thought that with the expected 
designation of the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. section of the city as eligible 
for receipt of Community Devel¬ 
opment funds, it might be possible 
to obtain funds under that program 
for additional open space acquisi¬ 
tion. 

Support Manager 

Council voted to support the 
manager’s recommendation, but 
not until there had been considera¬ 
ble discussion about ball fields, 
kicked off by councilman Richard 
Pilski urging that the city proceed 
rapidly toward development of the 
sanitary landfill for use as an adult 
active recreation area. Council¬ 
man Thomas White questioned 
moving so specifically without some 
overall plan and prioritization for 
the development of ball fields. Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan took ex¬ 
ception, stating that there have 
been no new ball fields developed 
since “Councilman Castaldi was a 
little boy playing at Braden Field,” 
adding that, of course, “he’s now 
too fat to get out there anymore.” 
Someone in the audience objected, 
pointing out that Castaldi has been 
on a diet and has shed in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 20 pounds already. May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld then wondered 
if “the new, trim Castaldi would 
like to say a few words.” Castaldi 
supported the manager's recom¬ 
mendations. 

Metal Detectors 

The PRAB Report 10-76, per 
taining to a request from a Mr. 
Gascoyne to be granted permission 
to use metal detectors in city parks, 
was attacked by councilman White. 
The report had recommended that 
permission be denied, but that the 
council consider granting permis¬ 
sion for any educatonal, scientific, 
or historical research that might be 
beneficial to the city. 

White said that he was extremely 
disappointed. inasmuch as he 
thought it was a perfectly reason¬ 
able request and moved that it be 
allowed under the control of a 
permit and “permit conditions”. 
He was supported bv Schwan, but 
lost to the rest of council who

agreed with the board and city 
staff that it would be opening the 
door to conditions that would be 
difficult to control. Donald Volk 
and Reverend Kenneth Buker, in 
the audience, both conjured up 
visions of people running all over 
the parks, digging them up in real 
or imagined treasure hunts. 

Reserved for METRO 

Giese also reported that the city 
had received a letter from the 
Chairman of the Prince George's 
County Planning Board advising 
that the Planning Board, at its 
January 13 meeting, will be con¬ 
sidering authorizing the reserva¬ 
tion of the Springhill Lake Indus¬ 
trial Tract for a METRO Station, 
which action would remove the 
property from the tax roils. The 
procedure of placing land in reser¬ 
vation prevents land to be develop¬ 
ed for private purposes which may 
be acquired for public use. It per¬ 
mits the appropriate governmental 
agencies up to three years to make 
a final determination as to the 
need of the land and its eventual 
acquisition. In return for the own¬ 
er not being able to develop the 
land, he is exempt from paying 
taxes on the property. 

Giese felt that since the city has 
supported having a METRO Sta¬ 
tion, and since it appears to be 
appropriate to not require a land- 
owner to pay taxes on land he 
cannot use because of governmen¬ 
tal action, that the city should not 
object to puting his land in reser¬ 
vation. He did object to the July 
1, 1976 date, however, inasmuch as 
Springhill Lake has been doing 
considerable development activity 
from that date until the present 
time and that such retroactive ac- 
ion would necessitate the city re¬ 
funding $6,382 which has already 
been collected in taxes. He recom¬ 
mended and the Council voted to 
advise the P.G. County Planning 
Board that the city does not oppose 
the reservation of the land, but 
recommends the effective date be 
January 1, 1977. 

In conjunction with this, Council 
now plans to meet with representa¬ 
tives of METRO on Wednesday, 

January 5 at the Youth Center, 
concerning a preliminary site plan 
for the Greenbelt METRO Station. 

Council also tentatively made plans 
to hold a retreat with city staff In 

the latter part of January. _____

Drop in Fuel Oil Consumption 
Indicated By GHI Report

An encouraging staff report showing drops in fuel oil con¬ 
sumption due to the heating plant improvement this summer, 
even at this early stage of the winter season, was presented at the 
regular GHI board meeting Thursday evening, December 9. This 
prompted a discussion on the merits of going ahead with the 
conversion of remaining steam plant boilers. Several important 
committee reports were also given, including a particularly sig¬ 
nificant one by the Long-Range Planning committee which pro¬ 
poses a concrete first step toward developing a master plan for “the 


rehabilitation and preservation of 

Comparing the first eleven 
months of 1976 with the same per¬ 
iod in 1975, the amount of fuel oil 
required to maintain a given tem¬ 
perature in the masonry homes has 
dropped by 8.3%, while in the frame 
homes served by small heating 
plants and large heating plants it 
has dropped by 18.3% and 9% 
respectively. Even including the 
unusually cold recent months of 
October and November in 1976, the 
total number of gallons used in 1976 
is slightly less than in 1975, result¬ 
ing in an over-all fuel oil saving 
of 10.8%. This improvement ap¬ 
pears to be due directly to the 
measures taken this last year of 
insulating crawl spaces, etc. 

Further, the single large he-ating 
plant which has been converted 
from steam to hot water shows a 
much lower fuel oil consumption 
rate than *the other three which 
have not so been converted. Mana¬ 
ger Roy Breashears cautioned a- 
gainst accepting the reported figures 
too literally in this case, however, 
because the oil consumption was 
not broken down into the separate 
categories of heating and providing 
domestic hot water, for the early 
months of September and October. 

There was no doubt that the 
steam plant conversion to hot 
water did improve matters, though, 
from the figures in the report. This 
inevitably brought up to the board 
the question of whether to give the 
manager a go-ahead on converting 
the other three large plants. Direc¬ 
tor Ted Byerly noted at the outset 
that the corporation’s proposed 1977 
budget does not specifically allocate 
funds for this purpose (the budget 
only estimates the cost of this con¬ 
version at about $380,000 and in¬ 
cludes it as an item to be separately 
financed as a capital improvement). 
Byerly explained that his main con¬ 
cern was that the corporation 
should be as little financially en¬ 
cumbered as possible when its gov¬ 
ernment-held mortgage is paid up 
next year. Director Stephen Polas- 
chik felt that GHI should proceed, 
however, with the project, while 
Breashears argued that putting out 
bids was not a commitment to do 
the work. Director Mary Clarke 
suggested a middle course of delay¬ 
ing the bidding process as long as 
possible. Chairman James Smith 
agreed with Byerly that the prob¬ 
lem of financing the project was a 
real one, hut spoke for going ahead 
with it; he asked the manager to 
continue preparing specifications 
and to proceed as if the board is 
indeed going to authorize the work.

The 
work, which is based on a collection 
of medieval English carols, is dedi¬ 
cated to the memory of the compo¬ 
ser, who died on December 4, 1976.

Long Range Planning 

Of the committee reports, as 
mentioned above, a particularly in¬ 
teresting one was that of the Long- 
Range Planning committee, for 
whom Wayne Williams and Assist¬ 
ant Manager Kenneth Kopstetin 
presented to the board a proposed 
detailed request for professional 
consulting aid in preparation of a 
master plan for GHI’s future. The 
request is in itself a thorough 
overview of GHI’s past history and 
present situation. (Partly for this 
reason, Rush Kester of the Mem¬ 
ber and Community Relations Com¬ 
mittee suggested later in the meet¬ 
ing that the next issue of the GHI 
Newsletter should be devoted to the 
Long-Range Planning committee's 
efforts). The proposal contains sev¬ 
eral sections: Background, includ¬ 
ing problem areas such as Struc¬ 
tures, Landscapes, Parking, etc.; 
Objectives and Statements of Work, 
including Major Tasks (Engineer¬ 
ing, Architectural, Planning, and 
Management Services, reports, 
etc.); and guiding paragraphs for 
the consultant's information. Direc¬ 
tor Byerly again raised economic 
questions of how much the con¬ 
sulting work would cost - this was 
estimated at less than $40,000, by 
the committee - and more im¬ 
portant, at least in Byerly's 
view, how much ' it would ac¬ 
tually cost to carry out the mas¬ 
ter plan for rehabilitation which 
would be the end-product of the 
consultant’s work. Kopstein replied 
that the committee’s present esti¬ 
mate was between five and six mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

Wih little, further discussion, h 
motion by director Jim Wright was 
adopted to authorize the committee 
to proceed with contacting consul¬ 
tant firms. 

Survey Requested 

A related request by the Member 
Relations committee, for approval 
of a proposed survey to obtain 
member opinions and demographic 
statistics, was relayed to the board 
by chairman Rush Kester. Wright 
was skeptical of such an effort, but 
director Don Volk felt it would be 
useful and Smith agreed to it while 
urging other committees to add 
their input to the questionnaire. 

Also looking ahead to GHI’s fu- 
ure, the committee on Resale Poli¬ 
cy - chaired also by Rush Kester 

proposed contacting a few' typical 
mortgage lending institutions to 
learn what their attitudes would be 
toward financing member sales. 
This appeared to make sense to 
most board members, and was ap¬ 
proved as a resolution by Byerly 

Thus the several committees, 
strengthened by new staffers, ap¬ 
pear to be taking some coordinated 
actions toward exploring the best, 
directions for GHI to move along. 

Dealing with a few other opera¬ 
tional matters, the board during the 
meeting also decided to renew its 
personnel's hospitalization insur 
ance with Group Hospitalization 
(Blue Cross - Blue Shield), while 
leaving any worker the option to 
join Group Health (an alternative 
plan). It also went along with the 
manager in agreeing to reimburse 
a member who replaced a faulty 
casement window with a modern 
thermopane window, for the cost of 
the window. Finally, it heard from 
Wright, speaking for the Engineer 
ing and Maintenance committer 
that it would be worth conducting 
tests of smoke detectors to be ready 
for their possible installation m 
GHI homes. (Recent passage of 
a new county law will require such 
installations in apartment buildings 
by July 1978.) 

Because the usual second board 
meeting in December would fall 
close to Christmas Dav, the board 
decided to hold its regular meet 
ing on Dec. 16. 
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Board of Education to Select 
Task Forces lor School Closings

Tonight, December 16, the County Board of Education is 
meeting to decide on the people who will comprise the eight 
Community Task Forces from the eight study areas designated 
as having schools which are ‘‘under-utilized” and therefore sub¬ 
ject to closing. 


Some of these eight geographic 
areas,, which were grouped accord¬ 
ing to how they fell within major 
roads and highways, have schools 
which are over-capacity and oth¬ 
ers which are under-capacity. Ca¬ 
pacity size is determined by the 
state board of education, using 30 
ptipifs per classroom and making 
adjustments for special education 
and other unique situations. Most 
elementary schools are designed to 
handle a capacity of at least 500 
students. 

This year the Office of Pupil Ac¬ 
counting determined that there 
were 70 elementary schools, out of 
a total of 162, which are under 
80‘T capacity and are therefore 
“under-utilized”. 

According to William Chappel of 
pupil accounting, high schools are 
mm operating at 105% capacity 
while junior highs are at 98% ca¬ 
pacity. Elementary schools are now 
at. 8£% capacity county-wide and 
projected to decline to 76% capa¬ 
city next year. With this decline 
in enrollment, the. board of educa¬ 
tion envisions 20,000 empty seats in 
elementary schools next year - or 
the equivalent of the population of 
10 elementary schools. 

In a meeting of the Northern 
Area Advisory Council on Tuesday 
night, it was obvious that 40 schools 
were not expected to be closed. It 
was pointed out, however, that each 
school closed would save the tax¬ 
payer $70,000 per year and also 
that a wider range of educational 
programs could be provided in a 
school that was more near to ca 
pacity. 

In eight areas where schools were 
:he least utilized, the study area 
that includes North End and Cen¬ 
ter Schools is second in under-util 
ization. Oakcrest and John Carroll 
were in the fourth least utilized 
area. 

Tusk Force’s Goal 

The Task Force, consisting of 
the principal and one faculty mem¬ 
ber plus a PTA officer and two 
parent/community representatives 
— each representing one school in 
the affected area will have as 
its main objectives to: review the 
current enrollment, review the po¬ 
tential enrollments, determine how 
many students are transported, 
study the school’s facility report 
(where does the school stand in 
the Capital Improvement Program) 
is well as age and operating cost 
the school.

Further, the task force will study 
all area statistics, conduct a pre¬ 
school survey, research planned 
housing development, review any 
other pertinent matters, and fin¬ 
ally determine if a school or schools 
should be closed. At this point the 
task force is required to present 
its Results at an open public meet¬ 
ing. One liaison person from the 
school board staff will bo assigned 
to each of the eight task forces to 
provide information. 

After preparing its report to the 
superintendent, there will be more 
meetings followed by a public hear¬ 
ing. Then the elected members of 
the board of education will make 
their final decision on what — if 
any — schools will be closed. 

Citizens at the Tuesday meeting 
expressed some skepticism that all 
this information will be properly 
digested and all these meetings 
held in time for the board’s final 
decision by the end of April.

County Confronts State 
On Greenbelt Metro Line 

In a strongly worded letter to 
the state Department of Transpor¬ 
tation, county council has reopened 
the queStiop of funding a study of 
alternate alignments to the often- 
discussed rapid rail ‘E’ route. The 
county council expressed its “deep 
disappointment” at recent indica¬ 
tions that the state will consider 
only the 1-95 alignment for the con¬ 
troversial Greenbelt line. 

More importantly, council noted 
that it must again consider the is¬ 
sue of using monetary credits from 
the Addison Rd. construction for 
General Plans on the I 95 align¬ 
ment because both routings re¬ 
cently recommended by the state 
Transportation Department conflict 
with the alignment council chose 
last March. 

Last March, the council sent the 
ARS (Adopted Regional System) 
alignment to Metro General Plan, 
instructing the professional plan¬ 
ning staff to map out a line running 
along the B&O railroad tracks. 
Councilmen also agreed to let the 
state-preferred 1-95 alignment go to 
General Plans. The remaining cost 
was to be funded from Addison Rd. 
credits.
